The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
have been allowed because claims 1 , 15 and 17 recite the apparatus ,as well as, the 
method of dispensing a plurality of test strips in a substantially moisture-proof housing. 
The claims recite a chamber and a means to open the chamber. The chamber is 
defined as element 36 in figure 6 . There is no opening of a chamber as defined in the 
best cited prior art in Charlton et al or in Kahler. The claims further recite an 
electrochemical analyzing means and in claims 15 and 17 that would test a strip when 
in a second position partially outside of the chamber. .
